MADRID, June 15.—New strikes 
affecting 19,000 men were an- 
nounced today, adding to numerous 
tieups paralyzing industry in vari- 
ous parts of Spain. 

Nine thousand employes of the 
English-owned Rio Tinto mines in 
Huelva struck when their demands 
for vacation salaries and other pay 
adjustments were refused.

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WIN U. S. AMATEUR SOCCER TITLE 


Lash’s Record Performance 


For Two Miles Boosts U. S. 
Stock for Olympic Games Race 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—Amid the rapidly accumulating evidence 
that Uncle Sam’s athletes will set a dizzy pace for all rivals in the 
Berlin Olympics, Don Lash’s world record-smashing two miles stood 
forth today as not only the year’s greatest foot-racing performance, 
but one of the most remarkable of all time. 


The 22-year-old Indiana collegian 
not only surpassed one of the great 
Paavo Nurmi's supposedly impreg- 
nable marks by running the dis- 
tance in 8 minutes, 58.3 seconds on 
Princeton’s rainswept track last 
Saturday, but he became the first 
American ever to gain world  re- 
nown over the two-mile route. 

For the first time in foot-racing 
history, the United States now can 
claim all world records for’ the 
standard linear-measured events 
ranging from 100 yards to two 
miles, with Lash joining the record- 
cracking company of Frank Wykoff 
and Jesse Owens in the sprints, Ben 
Eastman at the 440 and 880 yard 
distances, and Glenn Cunningham 
in the mile. 

Outlook Much Brighter. 

Simultaneously, Lash’s victory 
projected America’s hopes of con- 
quets, for the first time, in the 
Olympic 5000 meters, an event in 
which Finland's supremacy has 
long been asserted. Four years agqQ 
a lanky Oregonian, Ralph Hill, 
came within a stride of carrying 
America’s to triumph, at Los An- 
geles. Lash, on the basis of his 
electrifying ‘development under the 
coaching of E. C. (Billy) Hayes, ap-

Heretofore, no American two- 
miler has been mentioned in the 
same breath with the peerless Nur- 
mi, but Lash wiped out the flying 
Finn's outdoor record of 8:59.6, and 
came within one-tenth second of 
equalling Paavo’s indoor mark of 
8:52.2, set on the old Madison 
Square Garden track in 1925. Lash’s 
own best previous time was 9:10.6.

The Indiana boy figured he 
could do it and ran to a stop-watch 
schedule from start to finish, des- 
pite abominable conditions under- 
futt and overhead. He ran _ four 
rivals into the ground, including 
California’s Norman Bright, hither- 
to regarded\as our best Olympic dis- 
tance prospect, Sears, and the vet- 
eran Joe McCluskey.

6. K CHESTERTON, 


BRITISH AUTHOR 
- AND CRITIC, DIES 


Succumbs to Heart Attack 
After Illness of Week at 
London Home—62 Years 

Old. 


By the Associated Presa. 

BEACONSFIELD, England, June 
15. — Gilbert K. Chesterton, Brit- 
ish author and critic, died yester- 
day of heart disease, after a week's 
iliness, in his home outside Lon- 
don. He was 62 years old. 

Funeral services will be held 
Wednesday. 

His last work, completed in April, 
was an autobiography describing 
the literary achievements of the 
“Prince of Paradoxes,” a name by 
which he was often called. 


Career of Chesterton; He Studied 
Art, but Turned to Literature. 


HE career of Gilbert Keith 
Tcnesterton led him from art 

study to criticism which he later 
expanded to include varied forms 
essays, poetry, detective stories and 
newspaper writing. His outspoken 
critcisms in addresses and writings 
frequently led to controversies. 

For several years during the early 
part of his career, Mr. Chesterton 
was somewhat of a puzzle in the 
field of English literature, but with 
his admirers constantly growing in 
numbers and his work better under- 
stood, he eventually came to be 
known in England as the most lov- 
able and boyish character among 
British authors. 

His own idea of himself was that 
he was born to attain fame as an 
artist.

“Flight Strips” Along Highways. 
TT the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N CONNECTION with current discus 

sions of safety in air transportation, a 
proposal for “flight strips” along state 
highways, as auxiliary landing places 
for airplanes, is of considerable interest. 

These strips would be part of the state 
road property, each consisting of a fiat 
area 200 to 800 feet wide and 1800 to 
5000 feet long, situated on public prop- 
erty adjacent to a highway, with inter- 
vals of 15 to 50 miles between strips. 

Committees of the National Associa- 
tion of State Aviation Officials and the 
American Association of State Highway 
Officials have undertaken promotion of 
this idea; details have been described to 
@ Senate investigating committee. 

It has been maintained that the flight 
strips should be laid out and maintained 
by the soil experts of the various state 
highway departments.

Railroad executives have said, 
however, that if business improves 10 per cent, no- 
dismissals will be made necessary by the proposed | 
changes. In this connection, the reduction of pas- 
_senger fares to a 2-cent basis may be expected to play 
a part. If the experience of Western and Southern 
lines with a lower rate is duplicated by the Bastern 
roads, which now have adopted it by order of the 
ICC, an even greater increase in revenue than 10 
per cent is likely. 

As a result of the railroad agreement, it is expect- 
ed that the Wheeler-Crosser bill now pending before 
Congress, designed to make such an arrangement 
compulsory by law, will be dropped. It is preferable, 
of course, that such reforms be made by negotiation 
between the parties affected, rather than by the in- 
tervention of government. In few other industries

How Italy Conquered Ethiopia 


On basis of facts that have just been disclosed, British writer throws new light on war 
in Africa; asserts surprising fact is that it lasted so long, for Ethiopians proved 
poor fighters and were demoralized early in conflict; calls Italian soldiers timid, 
and declares they won by means of engineering skill, bribery and propaganda.

HE speed with which the Italians defeat- 
T <a and destroyed the Ethiopian armies 

has caused widespread astonishment, be- 
cause there have been widespread misappre- 
hensions with regard to the true character 
of the war. The war was far off in any 
case, the “front,” in so far as anything s0 
loose and irregular could be called a 
“front,” was in tribal country, with the most 
primitive communications, so that war news 
was slow in coming and unreliable when it 
came. The Italian communiques were not 
particularly truthful; the Ethiopian com- 
muniques were fantastic. 

Many facts that were not generally known 
during the war itself have now come to 
light. In the light of the facts that are 
now available, it is surprising, not that the 
war was so short, but that it lasted so long. 

The Ethiopian commanders rarely knew 
where the Italian army was until they were 
actually attacked. The Ethiopian commis- 
sariat was so rudimentary that big concen- 
trations of troops were rarely possible, and 
even when they were achieved, they could 
not be maintained for any length of time. 

The Ethiopians “lived on the land” for the 
most part, and were constantly compelled 
to shift their quarters, regardless of strate- 
gic needs, for lack of food. They had no 
conception of regular campaigning, but were 
used to short wars, ending in a single battle. 
The death of their commander was often 
the signal for a general dispersion. The 
overwhelmigg pride and ignorance of these 
commanders, when they were not bought by 
the Italians, was almost incredible. 

* . 7 

The ordinary Ethiopian soldier showed lit- 
tle individual courage or initiative. He was 
audacious in mass attacks, though easily 
demoralized by unfamiliar weapons. 

The Italians observed extreme caution 
throughout the campaign; like everybody 
else, they greatly overrated the Ethiopians. 
Indeed, it is doubtful whether at first they 
really contemplated the conquest of all Ethi- 
opia, but that conquest was accomplished 
easily and swiftly when it became evident 
that there would no longer be any resistance 
worth speaking of. 

The Ethiopians showed signs of extreme 
discouragement in the first few weeks of 
the war. They very soon began to quarrel 
amongst themselves. Faulty co-operation or 
none at all or even violent differences and 
rivalries were common from the beginning 
among. the chieftains. 

It is still widely believed that the Ethi- 
opian is a game hunter and therefore an ac- 
curate marksman. The truth is that even 
among those who had modern rifles, few 
were good shots, for their ammunition was 
so scarce thai their practice had been whol- 
ly inadequate. The marksmanship of the 
Italians was far superior. 

It is generally supposed that the Ethiopt 
ans relied on guerrilla tactics and on surprise 
assaults. It was the Italians, or rather their 
“Askaris” (native troops), who used these 
methods, and with great success, especially 
in the Ogaden. 

Demoralization was evident among the 
Ethiopians soon after the first month of 
the war. Yet the population as a whole, 
except im Addis Ababa. showed complete 
indifference to the war and to the fate of 


their country (of which few had any con- 
ception, as being theirs) until the actual 
fightin? approached. 

Several small Italian tanks that had brok- 
en down were captured by the Ethiopians 
and were, with great difficulty, transported 
to the rear, where, instead of stimulating 
warlike emotion, they spread discourage- 
ment, for the Ethiopians at the mere sight 
of them realized the impossibility of fighting 
against such monsters. The Ethiopians 
feared Italian lorries carrying machine guns 
even more than they feared the tanks, be- 
cause the lorries were much faster. 

* » * 

As a rule, the Italians actually engaged in 
a definite action were very few, and except 
for an occasional daring exploit, the Ethi- 
opians constantly showed the most surpris- 
ing inactivity. The Italians at first showed 
extreme hesitation and caution, and thereby 
lost many opportunities of gaining impor- 
tant strategic advantages. 

Ras Desta’s army was completely routed 
in January. There was growing demorali- 
zation even in the sovereign’s army. The 
“little rains” that were expected to help the 
Ethiopians and impede the Italians had the 
opposite effect. The rains, by obliterating 
the roads and tracks, made it even more 
difficult than it had been for the Ethiopi- 
ans to distribute rations and ammunition. 
The more solid roads eonstructed by the 
Italians were affected very little by the rain. 

In February or March, the Ethiopians 
adopted guerrilla tactics in the South, and 
the Italians began to encounter something 
that resembled serious warfare. The Ital- 
ians were extremely anxious for their out- 
posts, which were usually withdrawn to the 
second line of defense at nightfall. 

Mussolini was right in regarding De Bo- 
no's tactics as over-cautious. Badoglio 
showed more energy. He also showed con- 
siderable psychological insight. He would, 
in the North, conduct short and sharp of- 
fensives with heavy armament against the 
principal Ethiopian chieftains one after an- 
other, destroying their prestige and author- 
ity and hastening general demoralization. 

The Ethiopians were wholly unable to hold 
even those natural defensive positions that 
were generally regarded as impregnable. 
They did attempt a few daring mass offen- 
sives and several times inflicted heavy losses 
on the Italians, but their own losses were 
incomparably heavier. In their advance on 
Gondar, the Italians met no resistance at all.

The rapidity of the Italian advance during 
the last months of the war was largely the 
result of wholesale desertions on the part of 
the Ethiopians.

OR many years I, as well as @ 
F bon of other experts, have real- 
ized that hands containing 
“ready-made suits (requiring no 


support in trumps from partner) 
with and without 


side strength, 
should be given 
special bidding 
treatment. The 
question was: 
What treatment? 
How to shut out 
the opponents 
when your hand 
was defensively 
weak and, at the 
same time, not 
jeopardize ones 
own siam oppor- 
tunities? And here 
is the solution: 

Any opening 
suit bid of three 
shall be considered a two-way bid. 
Thus, two vastly different types of 
hand should be openedgin the same 
way. For instance, let us consider 
these two hands:

46 G9KQ @K 51098532 &3 

Using the new two-way bid each 
of these hands should be opened 
with a bid of three diamonds. Ob- 
viously, it is vital for partner to de- 
termine which type actually is held. 
And he will be told, but first he 
must do his part by responding 
properly, according to his holding. 
Responses to a two-way three bid 
are as follows: 

1. With any hand containing less 
than one honor trick or less than 
three small or two fair trumps 
(Jx) with a singleton, the respond- 
ing hand will pass. 

2 Holding one honor trick, or

and a singleton, responder must 


give a single raise. 


3. With no raise or proper take- |

5. Take out a major suit three 
bid into four of a lower ranking 
suit (or bid three diamonds over 
three clubs or three spades over 
three hearts) only with a five card 
or longer suit headed by A K, A Q 
or K Q and not less than two and 
one-half honor tricks in the hand.

As the final date draws near, in- 
terest in this novel contest is 
spreading rapidly, not only through- 
out Canada, but throughout the 
world. And this interest is des- 
tined to remain at white heat until 
October, for in that month two of 
the mothers listed as contestants 
expect the arrival of babies. Mean- 
time the stork is expected to visit 
one of the other mothers in July 
and two more in August. 

So, from the present outlook, it’s 
almost anybody’s race. The mother 
now in the lead, with 10 babies reg- 
istered since Oct. 31, 1926, has no 
expectations.
